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White Proposal

A zoning bylaw that would permit ad- 
ditional multi-family housing in Andover 
is now being drafted by the director of 
Community Development and Planning, 
for review by the Planning Board next 
month. 

The proposed bylaw, which would be 
ready in time for a special fall town 
meeting should one be held, could permit 
the development of condominiums on 
pastureland at the corner of Argilla Road 
and Andover Street. 

Former Selectman Sidney P. White 
recently agreed to sell that land, nearly 20 
acres, to developers Wynwood Associates 
for development into condominiums. 
However, all zones where multi-family 
housing is currently allowed in Andover 
are now full, necessitating the bylaw 
amendment. ~ 

Planning Board Chairman Paul Teplitz 
said the bylaw was not being drafted 
merely to accommodate plans for the

White land: ‘It is the general feeling of 
the planning board that (condominium 
development) would be a useful addition 
to the housing stock in town,” he said. 
“The beard feels it should be encouraged 
— if it can be properly done.”’ : 

Director of Community Development 
and Planning Rhys Kear said he will sub- 
mit a proposed bylaw that will relate to 
the White property as well as 

“implications beyond the one site in 
question.”’ 

The proposed bylaw will deal with both 
technical issues of land use control, and 
‘“‘the more broad conceptual concerns of 
what is it going to look like, will open 
space be maintained, and the use of public 
facilities such as roads and utilities,”’

School Plans Get Final Approval 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Architects’ designs for converting 
Doherty school into a junior high, 
renovating East Junior High’s Memorial 
Auditorium and parts of the high school, 
and adding a new high school auditorium 
won final approval from the School 
Building Committee last week. 


Designs for renovations and a new 
library at West Junior High, the third part 


of the $11.72 million school building, 


program, will not be considered for final 
approval until the committee’s next 
meeting. scheduled for Sept. 4. 


Preparation of construction bid 
documents will now begin, Town Manager 
Jared S. A. Clark said last Friday. During 
this phase of the project, the architects 
will work with technical cénsultants to in- 
vestigate alternative Heating, lighting, 
electrical and mechanical systems, types 
of finishes. acoustical treatments, and fur- 
nishings. the manager said. 

‘‘There is more to do in this phase than 
in the previods stages (preliminary and 
final design),’’ the manager said. ‘But it 
is also less controversial — the problems 
are more finite in scope, and the answers 
more technical.”’ 

The entire project will be put up for.bids 
in’ November or December, Clark said, 
leading to the awarding of the contract in 
January or February. 

In discussing designs for Memorial 
Auditorium, to be used as part of the con- 
verted Doherty school, the architect noted 
that there will be no door between the 
auditorium stage and the adjoining gym- 
nasium. as in previous designs. 

The change was made to satisfy the con- 
cerns of school administrators, who want 
a complete separation between use of the 
stage and gym at the new junior high.

The renovated Memorial Auditorium 
will seat 634 (rather than the current 
seating for 840). with new seating in the 
balcony and improved sightlines 
throughout the house, said architect Gerry 
Dion of Perley F. Gilbert Associates, 
Lowell. 

A new mechanical system will also be 
installed to improve ventilation in the 
auditorium, Dion said. 


The new high school auditorium will 
seat approximately 1,246, Dion said. With 
a stepped floor that slopes more than 22 
feet and some staggered seating, the 
auditorium will provide unobstrucied 
sightlines for every seat in the house, the 
architect said. 

School committeeman Joseph Finn, one 
of several school committee members 
who sat in on the Thursday night meeting, 
said townspeople want to be. sure the 
auditorium will offer a good view of the 
Stage. 

‘‘People have said they hope this 
auditorium will not be like so many others 
they've been in, where they can’t see the 
stage.’ said Finn. ‘Is this going to be 
different?” 

“Tt will be absolutely different,’’ 
answered Dion. ‘I’ve never seen one like 
it. have you?”’ The architect said that the 
Clark Junior High School auditorium in 
Lexington. which seats 500, is the only 
school auditorium he has seen with a com- 
parable seating plan. 

Building Committee Chairman Kenneth 
Gropper also assured Finn that ‘“‘everyone 
will be able to see. The people who will use 
the facility (high school faculty members) 
are satisfied. We are going to build the 
best facility that this town can afford.”’ 


The new auditorium will probably be 
air-conditioned, Dion added. 

Also during Thursday’s meeting, the 
town manager reported to the building 
committee that the town is currently in 
the process of studying the historical 
significance of the Stowe School. That 
study will be complete by the end of 
September, Clark said. 


The study was initiated at the request of 
the state, although the local historical 
commission had found the building to be of 
no historic significance. 

Building program plans had called for 
the building to be demolished last month. 
However. the architect has developed an 
alternate plan to accommodate the 100-

year-old school, if it is to remain standing. 

Also slated for study within the next six 
to eight weeks is the possibility of hiring a 
construction management firm to super- 
vise construction of the entire project, 
Clark said Friday. 

Although the building committee has not 
yet made a final decision on hiring a con- 
struction manager, the town manager 
feels strongly that ‘‘providing for proper 
supervision of the project is as important 
as the design.” 

‘We will be dealing with a low bidder,” 
(the cdnstruction firm or firms chosen) 
Clark pointed out. ‘‘The construction 
manager's function would be to protect 
the town.”

Income Increases At Raytheon

“Search”? On For Drop-Outs, Children With Special Needs 


The Division of Special Education is 
conducting a Child Search Awareness 
Campaign, to locate children between 
three and 21, who have special needs, who 
are not in school, and who do not have a 
high school diploma. 


State and federal law require the ac- 
tivities of Massachusetts Child Search be 
conducted in order to make the general 
public aware that help is available for 
special needs children through their local 
school systems. 


Under Chapter 766 of the Massachusetts 
Acts of 1972, all children aged three to 21 
in the Commonwealth, regardless of the 
type or severity of their handicap(s) are 
guaranteed appropriate educational ser- 
vices. It is important to identify the 
special needs of children at the youngest 


possible age and intervene with services 
which can ameliorate existing problems 
and maximize the child’s physical, men- 
tal, and social development. 

The second major thrust of the 
Massachusetts Child Search concerns the 
former students who has left school 
without having received. a high school 
diploma. The life-long implications for the 
so-called ‘‘drop-out’” are significant in 
economic, social and psychological terms. 
Massachusett Child Search wants to let 
‘drop-outs’ and their families know that 
there are many alternative educational 
programs available to these young people, 
provided through various public agencies 
and that we can help connect them to 
whatever program is appropriate. In this 
way, all young people will have a greater 
chance of becoming contributing 


members of society and living more 
fulfilled adult lives.

Squash Is Plentiful 


It’s the peak season for local summer 
and zucchini squash, but though supplies 
are heavy in southern New England, ac- 
cording to the New England Crop and 
Livestock Repo:ting Service, the demand 
at roadside stands is good. 


There’s plenty of the good green and 
gold vegetables too, at farmers markets, 
area supermarkets, and in many 
backyards and community gardens! And 
while local supplies of these squashes 
seem to have increased in the past few 
years, so have their uses in many new 
recipes such as Zucchini bread. 


Squash belongs to the gourd or cucurbit 


family. which also includes cucumbers, 
watermelon and pumpkin. There are 
several different varieties, such as yellow 
crookneck and yellow straightneck, as 
well as marrows such as zucchini. 
Summer squashes are eaten when im- 
mature. rather than when ripe, as are 
winter squash. 


Cucurbits originated in the Western 


Hemisphere, and may have first been - 


planted as long ago as 6000-4300 B.C., in 
Mexico and South America.

the possibility that it was cultivated even 
before maize. Early settlers were in- 
troduced to the varieties of these gourds 
by the Indians, who were growing the 
vegetable all over North America by the 
15th and 16th centuries. 


‘‘Askutasquash’’ was the Massachusetts 
Indian word for squash, according to the 
state Food and Agriculture Department. 
The word meant ‘‘eaten raw or uncooked’’ 
and apparently applied to summer squash, 
which can be eaten-without cooking. 


Summer squash is a fair source of 
Vitamin C, and it is low in calories. It is 
extremely perishable, however, and 
should be stored, in the refrigerator, for 
not more than five days. Squashes should 
be well-formed, with firm glossy skin. 
Squashes can be boiled or steamed (don’t 
overcook!) mashed and served with 
butter. or fried. The latter is ac- 
complished by slicing, dipping in egg and 
milk batter. and frying.

towns such as Lexington that have allowed 
multi-family housing similar to what is be- 
ing proposed by Wynwood Associates for 
the White property. : 

Planning Board member Andrew 
Girdwood said that looking at ordinances 
from other towns would help the board un- 
derstand ‘‘the problems and benefits, in 
broad generalities, of this type of develop- 
ment. We might as well draw on somebody 
else’s experience.” 

‘Kear noted that ‘‘opportunities are ex- 
tremely limited’’ for the development of 
condominiums and townhouses in Andover 
because of the limitations of the town’s 
sewerage system. (He added however, 
that this problem could be avoided with 
the use of on-site disposal systems. ) 


‘Very few sites in town could support 
multi-family housing,’’ Kear told the plan- 
ning board, ‘‘and the ones who own 
suitable land are not necessarily in- 
terested (in selling it for such 
development).”” 

The White land appears to be suitable 
for condominium development, Kear said. 
“There is nothing on the face of it to in- 
dicate that the site couldn’t be 
developed,” he explained. 

The planning board therefore would 
move directly to an examination of ‘‘the 
softer issues’ of police and fire service 
and the preservation of open space, he 
said. 

In reply to a question from Girdwood, 
Kear said multi-family housing would 
“absolutely’’ bring in a surplus in tax 
revenues to the town. ‘‘Multi-family hous- 
ing clearly pays for itself,’ he said. 

However, the difference in tax revenues 
between single-family and multiple- 
family housing may be smaller in Andover 
than in other towns ‘‘because of the exor- 
bitantly high property values for single- 
family homes here,’’ Kear added. 

Wynwood Associates would like to build 
about 48 townhouse units on the White 
property, with three to four buildings in 
each unit, spokesman Al Marino said 
recently. He said the condominiums would 
be conservatively designed to fit in with 
.the community, much like the East Street

Condominiums in Lexington. 
White described the Lexington con- 
dominiums as ‘‘absolutely beautiful.” 


Wynwood has also agreed to preserve 
and expand the duck pond on the White 
property, White said. 

The developers are counting on a special 
fall town meeting to approve the bylaw 
change because their purchase and sale 
agreement with White expires at the end 
of the year. Wynwood would like to begin 
work on the development next spring, 
Marino said. 

If there is no town meeting, or if the zon- 
ing bylaw is not approved, White said he 
would consider selling the land for single- 
family houses. 

It now seems likely that a fall town 


meeting will be held, Kear told the plan- 
ning board. “‘If there is one, I can see a lot 


of things on a fall town meeting warrant,”’, .. 


he added. 

But Teplitz said the board must discuss 
whether it would be ‘‘appropriate’’ to br- 
ing the bylaw before town meeting as ear- 
ly as this fall because the bylaw would in- 
volve increasing the town’s density. That 
issue may warrant more extensive con- 
sideration, he explained.

The crash occurred about 9:30 a.m. with 
the plane hitting a road sign, bouncing 
once and spinning around, bursting into 
flames. 

Dennis Corcoran, of Lowell,.a telephone 
company employee, said he saw the plane 
come down and went to assist, but could 
not get near the craft, or the victims, due 
to the flames. 

Federal Aviation authorities who went 
to the scene at mid-morning and are con- 
tinuing their investigation of the crash, in- 
dicated that possibly Richie was on instru- 
ment approach to Tew-Mac and was un- 
able to see the landing strip due to heavy 
fog and cloud cover. 


‘The pilot may have aborted the ap- 
proach and headed for Lawrence airport. 


The airplane was on an instrument ap- 
proach to Tewksbury, being directed by 
the Boston Approach Control Center at 
Logan airport which aids in directing 
flights to regional airports not having 
ground control systems. 

The plane disappeared from the radar 
screen and the controller heard a voice 
call. ‘‘Boston Approach, Boston Ap- 
proach,”’ then a scream. 


Andover firefighters and ambulance 
crews went to the scene, along with An- 
dover and state police. The westbound 
lane of Route 495 was closed to traffic for 
several hours. with motorists detoured 
over Route 93:as the wreckage was 
cleared. 

The wreckage was taken to a hanger at 
Lawrence airport where it will be examin- 
ed by federal authorities to attempt to 
determine the cause of the crash.

The plane was owned by Sussex Corp. of 
North Haven.

League Suggests More Planning Members 


The Planning Board should be expanded 
to seven members, the Central Business 
District committee should be reactivated, 
and the planning board should try to keep 
the community better informed on land 
use issues: These were among the 
suggestions offered to the Planning Board 
by the League of Women Voters Tuesday 


night. 
~ League of Women Voters First Vice ™ 


President Pam St. John, who also spoke 
with the board at its last meeting at the 
board’s request, described some of the 
League’s concerns and ideas for the plan- 
ning board. League President Ginny 
Cascino also attended Tuesday’s meeting. 


St. John elaborated on some of the plan- 
ning board issues that she brought before 
the selectmen earlier this month. St. John 
explained that she has been observing the 
planning board for more than two years, 
and spoke as a representative of the 
League's land use committee. 

A major recommendation of the League 
is that the planning board be expanded 
from five to seven members, and possibly 
to nine members at a later date, St. John 
told the board. 

‘For the last six months, we've been 
tossing the expansion idea back and forth, 
trying to decide if it would be a good thing 
or not,” St. John said. ‘‘Our basic feeling 
now is that you need to share the burdens 
placed on you — and expansion would 
allow that.” 

She added that a larger board would also 
be able to “get more feelers out to the 
public. and find out what oti feel about 


land use and planning.” Lipneiainehe Mdck S

land to develop, more interest in in- 


creasing the density of the town, and the 
possible impact on water and sewerage,”’ 
St. John said. 

The League’s ‘‘biggest concern’’ for 
new planning board members is that they 
‘“‘have the time to give, and not be travel- 
ing so much that they can’t be at schedul- 
ed meetings.’’ St. John said. ‘‘The time 
commitment should be a built-in factor for 
a member.” eat 

The town’s newer residents should be 
recruited for the board, as well as long- 
time residents, St. John said. ‘‘The townis 
growing — people are moving in,’’ she ex- 
plained. “‘They have needs, and fresh 
ideas for-the town.”’ 

It would also be helpful for the board to 
be comprised of members with varying 
backgrounds. she told the board. 

Housewives and college students could 
serve along with engineers and attorneys, 
St. John said, ‘‘as long as they are willing 
to learn and ask questions.”’ 

Cascino emphasized that communica- 
tion among the planning board and other 
town boards and departments is essential. 
“If support and resource boards are not 
made use of, it won’t make much 
difference how many people are on the 
board.’ he said. ‘‘it doesn’t matter 
whether you have seven people without 
enough information or five people without 
enough information. *’ 

One ‘‘very effective representational 
group’ that has been “‘in limbo’’ in recent 
months and should be reactivated is the 
Central Business District (CBD) Com- 
mittee, St. John said. That committee 
dealt with traffic flow, parking, and

Other business districts would include 
those in Shawsheen Square and in Ballard- 
vale.

Planning Board Chairman Paul Teplitz 
said the committee will be retained, but 
has not been reconvened as of this time. 

St. John also questioned why the Design 
Advisory Group, created last year, has not 
yet been called on to advise the planning 
board. ‘‘This is part of the octopus,’’ she 
said. ‘It’s a committee you can tap for in- 
formation.” 

Director of Community Planning and 
Development Rhys Kear’ said that 


: problems with the structure of the design 


advisory group made it difficult for that 
group to interact with the planning board. 

However, Teplitz said the board has 
simply not had any reason to call upon the 
advisory group to date. 

According to St. John, other planning 
board issues that are of major concern to 
the League and to townspeople include: 


@ Sand and gravel removal 
® The town’s sewer system 
@ Conservation of farm land 


. ® Wetlands protection 


@ The town’s water supply 
@ Revision of the planning board’s bylaws. 
Many of those issues, such as sewerage 
and gravel removal, will be addressed un- 
der the town’s comprehensive plan, Kear 
said.

Since there have been problems relative to use of 
piayfields by various youth groups, it would seem 
reasonable to anticipate a recurrence when the building 
program gets underway in a year or So. 

As part of the program, there will be reconstruction 
of some playfields, notably the high school and west 
junior high grounds. 

Once work begins, the fields are expected to be out of 
use for a period up to two years, in order to provide a 
good growth of grass and a sound playing surface. 

At the moment there is no specific timetable. 

But, it is obvious that with the large number of youth 
athletic programs conducted in the town, there will be a 
lack of sufficient fields, once the construction work 
begins. 

With sufficient planning time now at hand, there 
should be no great problem. 

The town’s youth soccer program which provides 
good recreation for hundreds of youngsters in the spring 
and the fall, would seem to be in need of most accom- 
modation. 

Their activities coincide with such things as little 
league baseball and junior football league programs, as 
far as time of field use is concerned. 

Neither program need suffer, if all sides begin an- 
ticipating the potential problems now. 

Sometime soon such things as a timetable for the 
work may be developed by the architects and building 
committee. This of course would also include a decision 
on whether the fields will be supplied with underground 
sprinkler systems and who will pay for such installa- 


tion. 

There are some alternatives to be considered. 

The Chandler Road sanitary landfill site was to 
become another playfield for the town, but work there 
has been held up due to a lack of material which was an- 
ticipated to be supplied to the town free. 

This means the town will either have to appropriate 
some money for topsoil at a town meeting, or hope for 
more donations, the latter appearing to be unlikely at 
this point. 

There are also some private fields in the West An- 
dover area. which might be obtained for town use on a 
temporary basis. 

The principal thing in all this, however, is the need to 
begin some constructive planning, including the need 
for compromise among youth league leaders. if 
necessary. while there is sufficient time. 


Contemplated schedules should be provided the com- 
munity services department now for their consideration 
in contemplating the fields which will be available. 


The youth programs are an important part of An- 
dover’s overall recreation program, and a community 
asset in view of the countless hours of volunteer work 
provided by parents and friends to insure success. 


Faced with potential limited number of fields which 
will be available to accommodate the many programs, 
it would seem advisable that planning now for that 
eventuality will be much more beneficial than facing 
the problem when.it reaches crisis level, which has 


‘happened in the past.

But their secret report is 
critical of the security mea- 
sures that were taken. It 
charges that the mission was 
jeopardized, for example, by 
the granting of emergency 
leave to a _ sailor whose 
assigned task was essential 
to the operation. 

The radio traffic and navi- 
gational beams also gave 
away the mission. The 
report reveals that Israeli 
intelligence detected the 
rescue attempt by monitor- 
ing radio communications. 
But then the Israelis covered 
for the United States by 
sending out confusing sig- 
nals of their own. 

The report states that the 
Soviets were “certain” to 
have picked up the U.S. sig- 


nals but might not have 
interpreted them correctly. 
The Iranians, however, nev- 
er knew what was going on. 

Here, from the secret 
document, is the most 
frightening news: ‘Under 
the best of circumstances, a 
certain number of casual- 
ties’ among both the hos- 
tages and the rescuers was 
expected. 

There were U.S. nationals 
living in Iran at the time of 
the mission, and it is 
“unclear,” states the report, 
whether the Iranians would 
have. retaliated against 
them. 

UNSUNG HERO: Last 
month, potential troub- 
lemakers were herded out of 
Moscow so there would be 
no incidents to spoil the 
Olympics. 

One of those ‘‘troublemak- 


ers’ was Vladimir Kislik- 


who dared to criticize the 
Soviet system. The Soviet 
authorities didn’t want the 
world to see his possible 
repeat performance, so they 
locked him in a psychiatric 
ward. 

He may never get out. 
That’s his reward for cour- 
age beyond anything seen in 
the sports stadium. And that 
is the reason Vladimir Kislik 
should be awarded an Olym- 
pic gold medal. 

Kislik never sought to be a 
hero. He is a mild-mannered 
scientist, more interested in 
research than politics. He 
did some nuclear research 
at a secret Kiev institute. 
Then, in 1973, he tried to 
leave the country. 

He was abruptly fired

from his job and eventually 
found employment as a 
bookbinder at a meager 
salary.

The tests which this instrument has 
made more practical include blood 
coagulation factors (important in treating 
hemophiliacs and other patients), specific 
proteins (which are checked to determine 
allergies), hormones and vitamins. At the 
Lawrence Livermore:Laboratory in Liver- 
more. Calif. for example, a program un- 
der the auspices of the U. S. Dept. of 
Energy is using this IL system to develop 
an automated enzyme test which may be 
used to screen millions of women for 
uterine and vaginal cancer. The test is ex- 
pected to be especially valuable in screen- 
ing for hard-to-detect cancers such as 
those resulting from DES exposure. 

Other body components measured by 
this instrument are consulted to assess 
kidney. heart and liver function. Patients’ 
drug levels are also measured by the in- 
strument. to monitor drug therapy and to 
identify drugs of abuse leading to over- 
doses.

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New Computer Aids In Heart Diagnosis 


Grandview Hospital in Dayton, Ohio, 
has installed an advanced medical com- 
puter system that will allow access to its 
own Ambulatory Care Center and other 
hospitals in the area. via telephone lines 
and specially-designed editing stations. 


Grandview is the first hospital in the 
country to have the Hewlett-Packard 
Regional ECG Analysis: and Management 
(REALM) system. which was developed 
at the Andover Medical Products Division 
and is expected to contribute to containing 
costs and improving the efficiency of ECG 
testing. 


Besides providing state-of-the-art ECG 
analysis. use of the system can result in 
significant savings of both money and 
time to the entire health care community, 
says Dr. Leslie R. White. director of non- 
invasive cardiology at Grandview. 


The main computer system collects and 
stores information about patients who 
have had electrocardiograms (ECG’s) 
taken.

Fields Development Sensitive 


Reconstruction of the school playing 
fields is beginning to look like one of the 
more sensitive aspects of the $11.72 school 
building program approved by 1980 town 
meeting. 

No schedule has yet been determined for 
improving the fields at East Junior High, 
West Junior High and the high school, 
architects told the School Building Com- 
mittee Thursday night. 

That could create problems for town 
athletic groups who use the fields, School 
Committeeman John Eaton said. Eaton 
and other school committee members sat 
in on last week’s meeting as the building 
committee reviewed final plans for the 
three schools. 

‘There are many concerned people who 
would like to know what’s going on,” 
Eaton told the building committee. 
“You've got to let the people in town know 
the schedule of which fields will be out of 
commission and when — this is going to 
disrupt a lot of youth programs in town.”

Gilbert Associates. Lowell, explained that. 


two factors have prevented the architects 
from developing a time schedule for 
reconditioning the fields: Still to be decid- 
ed are whether work on the fields will 
begin at the beginning or end of the 
building program, and whether the town 
will fund a sprinkler system for the fields. 


‘“‘We have nothing to tell the people who 
use the fields until the question of water- 
ing is settled.’’ Building Committee Chair- 
man Kenneth Gropper told Eaton. ‘‘Until 
we know if the town will elect to go for 
sprinklers. we just don’t know what the 
schedule is.” 


However. Town Manager Jared S. A. 


Clark pointed out that the fields will be ful- 
ly available for use this fall and next spr- 
ing before any work will begin. 

That will allow local athletic groups a 
year to ‘‘make some accommodations to 
reduce their usage of the fields,’ the 
manager said. 


_ Once work on the fields begins, athletic 
groups will have to reduce their use of the 
fields because school athletic programs 
will be given to priority for their use, said 
Clark. 

‘It would be impossible not to reduce 
usage.’’ hé said, explaining that overuse of 
the available fields would only lead to 
their further deterioration.

Letters have already been sent to the 
town's major athletic leagues asking them 
to plan for this reduced usage, he added. 

Although there is no schedule for recon- 
ditioning the fields, the architect offered a 
‘‘time frame’’ based on ‘‘educated 
guesses’’ for the work to be done, 
whenever it may begin. 

Fields at West and the high school will 
be ‘‘out of commission”’ for two years, the 
longest period for any fields to be closed 
down. Dion said. 

These fields must be re-seeded, he ex- 
plained, requiring two full growing 
seasons. However. this plan ‘‘is based on 
having .water (from sprinklers), or it 
won't work.’’ Dion warned.
